Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  19 66. 

Again  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  health  of  the  community  continues 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  statistics  as  to  child  deaths  compare  quite  well  with  those 
of  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  birth  rate  is  similar  to  that  for  the 
country  generally  but  the  death  rate  is  substantially  higher  than  the 
general  death  rate  for  the  whole  country.  This,  however,  is  the  general 
experience  in  the  northern  half  of  the  country  as  compared  with  the  south. 

No  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the 
year  but  the  customary  peak  of  measles  which  occurs  fairly  regularly  in 
alternate  years,  overlapped  into  1966. 

One  notices  that  there  are  still  over  1,000  waste  vrciter  closets 
to  be  converted  in  the  area.  Again  and  again  I feel  that  this  particular 
item  is  a salutary  warning  to  us  of  the  fact  that  short  term  expedients 
can  often  lead  to  an  expensive  and  tedious  legacy  for  future  generations. 
One  cannot,  of  course,  blame  the  people  of  a century  ago  too  much  since 
they  probably  did  not  foresee  the  developments  of  future  years  but  it  is 
a warning  to  us  that  we  should  pause  to  consider  from  time  to  time  whether 
we  are  ourselves,  in  the  present  age,  doing  anything  which  future 
generations  may  blame  us  for. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  your 
continued  support  and  consideration,  and  my  colleagues  - most  especially 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  - for 
their  continuous  co-operation.

98  v;aste  water  closets  were  converted  during  the  year,  54  "being 
converted  or  renewed  due  to  standard  grant  improvements.  There  are 
approximately  1,186  waste  water  closets  still  remaining  in  the  district. 

New  public  conveniences  were  provided  at  Mercer  Hall  baths  and 
these  are  of  a very  high  standard  and  include  the  provision  of  wash  basing, 
hot  water  supply  and  towels.  Some  supervision  of  these  toilets  is 
available  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  vandalism  will  not  ruin  an  amenity 
which  has  been  provided  for  the  public  at  no  little  cost.  Three  obsolete 
public  conveniences  are  to  be  closed  in  Queen  Street,  Delph  Road  and 
Lomax  Square. 

New  toilet  facilities  were  also  provided  adjacent  to  the  market 
square  for  the  use  of  the  market  stallholders,  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966.

The  Council's  tip  v/as  treated 
for  rats  every  six  weeks  and  two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out.
